To Question Survivors. 

One week-has now -pagsed since the 
Persia was sunk with a loss of at least 
two American livés and the American 
government still is without the infor- 
mation necessary to shape its course. 
It is considered that there is a remote 
possibility that some information of 
value may be secured from seven sur- 
vivors who have been landed at Malta. 

State department officials’ are most 
anxfous..to determine just what has 
beén said by the survivors at Alexan- 
dria regarding the place where the 
Persia received her death blow and the 
manner in which she sunk. Summa- 
ries of the affidavits will be cabled 
immediately. 

With accurate information of this 
character and a plan showing the 
bulkhead arrangement of the steam- 
ship at hand, naval experts might be 
able to determine with some degree of 
certainty whether a torpedo or a mine 
caused the Persia to go down. 
is little disposition here, however, to 
credit the suggestion that a mine might 
have sunk the vessel. It is pointed out 
that the place of the disaster was 
nearly thidway between the island of 
Crete and the northern coast of Africa. 
No mine fields are believed to be in 
that locality. On the other hand, Aus- 
trian submarines are known to have 
been active there. Naval officers think 
that if a mine had floated to that part 
of the sea from a distant field of opera- 
tions, it would have automatically be- 
éome ineffective while en route. 

That any information that may be 
forthcoming from the Austro-Hungarian 
government will lead to serious com- 
plications is considered improbable. 
Government officials would not be 
greatly surprised should Ambassador 
Penfield be informed that an Austrian 
submarine commander was responsible 
for the sinking of the Persia, but that 
he ‘exceeded his instructions, or failed 
to receive them, and that the Austro- 
Hungarian governgnent. regretted the 
fact and stood feady to make satisfac- 
tory amends.

Wap tune feta Taken at 
Annual Meeting, Including 
Adoption of Credit System 
for Teachers. 


A reorganization of the board of ed- 
ucation was perfected yesterday after- 
noon with the election of officers for 
the coming year and the transaction 
of much business of importance, R. J. 
Guinn sticceeds himself as president, 
being elected without opposition. 


Other officers chosen to serve dur- 


ing the ensuing term are: A. P. Mor- 
gan, vice president; T. C. Erwin, treas- 
urer. All elections were unanimous, 
but one name being placed in nomina- 
tion for each of the positions to be 
filled. 

One of the mont important decisions 
reached and one which will be far- 
reaching in its effect was that pro- 
viding for the adoption of a system of 
credits which will eliminate the neces- 
sity for certain teachers to participate 
in competitive examinations. 

Credit System Plan. 

The credit system was adopted upon 
the recommendation of Superintendent 
Landrum, and a committee of three will 


with the superintendent and the assist- 
ant superintendent in passing on the 
credits. In making his recommendation 
the superintendent. explained that un- 
der the present system all teachers of 
grammar grades are required to under- 
go examinations before they can be 
elected to positions on the facudties of 
the various schools. 

There are many teachers holding ac- 
credited certificates and with long ex- 
perience who would like to teach here 
and who are capable of doing the work 
which would be assigned to them, it 
was declared. However, they are un- 
willing to leave the work in which 
they are engaged to come here and un- 
dergo an examination. The new sys- 
tem, of course, in no way will interfere 
with the examinations conducted for 
those teachers who do not have cred- 


its and who must stand the ezamina- 


‘tions before the board can ascertain 
whether they are fitted to do the work 
assigned to. them. 

Examination Dates. 

Changes in the dates of conducting 
the annual examinations for teachers 
were made so as to provide for the 
conducting of the tests on Friday and 
Saturday, June 16 and 17. The elet- 
tion of teachers will be held at a spe- 
cial meeting of the board to be held 
at 11 welock on the morning of Mon- 
day, July 3,.by which <ime, it is en 
pected, the teachers papers will have 
been graded and the board ‘will be 
able to get a list of those who are eli- 
‘gible for election. Under no circum- 
stances will a teacher be classified as 
a member of Group No. 6, without 
standing an examination.

IN GREEK TERRITORY. 

The interést in the fate of Serbia's 
refugee army was shown by the ques- 
tion asked in the house of commons 


today “whether a considerable part of: 


the Serbian army is in distress at Scu 
tari, after having suffered great priva- 
tions in the retreat through the moun- 
tains, and whether his majesty’s gov- 
ernment will offer the Serbian army 
some suitable locality in the: Mediter- 
ranean area, where: me men may rest 
and recuperate?’ 

In reply, Lord Robert Cecil, under 
secretary for foreign affairs, said that 
there was a considerable body of the 
Serbian army at Scutari, where, at first, 
the men had been in great distress. 
But the situation, he added, had now 
been largely relieved. The entente al- 
dis, the secretary said, had considered 
the matter raiséd in the latter part of 
the question, but he was unwilling to 
make any announcement concerning it. 

Telegrams from Athens say that the 
number of Serbian refugees in Greek 
territory is now 40,000, oft whom. 000 
are at Saloniki.
